It  is  often  impossible 
for  us  to  duplicate  orders  of  previous  years,  due  to  the  fact  that  there  has 
often  been  more  than  one  order  that  year.  It  is  not  advisable  to  ship  plants 
by  parcel  post  except  in  very  small  quantities,  and  then  only  when  not 
pot  grown. 

You  will  be  doing  us  a  favor,  and  at  the  same  time  be  assured  of  greater 
service,  if  when  giving  orders  to  be  called  for  in  the  future,  you  will  send 
your  order  in  some  time  ahead,  stating  when  you  will  call. 

PLEASE  NOTE — When  remittances  are  sent  with  orders  to  be 
forwarded  by  parcel  post,  postage  must  be  added  to  the  amount, 
as  follows:  15  cents  on  orders  amounting  up  to  50  cents;  20  cents 
on  orders  from  50  cents  to  $1.00;  25  cents  on  orders  from  $1.00  to 
$1.50;  35  cents  on  orders  from  $1.50  to  $2.00. 

For  the  convenience  of  our  patrons,  when  ordering  by  telephone  after 
6  o’clock  p.m.,  and  on  Sundays  and  Holidays,  the  phone  calls  are  2584, 
897  and  1092. 

It  is  impossible  to  state  definitely  when  plants  can  safely  be  set  out, 
rather  go  by  the  calendar  than  by  the  weather.  Perennials  can  be  planted 
out  when  the  ground  in  the  open  is  in  condition  to  be  prepared  to  receive 
them,  which  is  usually  about  May  1st.  Tender  plants  should  not  be  planted 
until  after  May  15th. 

We  make  no  charges  for  boxes  or  packing,  nor  delivery  to  transportation 
companies,  but  there  our  responsibility  ceases.  We  cannot  be  held  responsible 
for  our  goods  while  en  route.  If  received  in  bad  condition,  sign  for  them  in 
that  way  and  make  complaint  at  once  against  transportation  company.

ROSES 

A  few  salient  points  on  their  cultivation. 

Before  planting,  dig  the  bed  up  from  12  to  18  inches  deep,  incorporating  an  abun¬ 
dance  of  well  rotted  manure.  When  planting,  insert  the  plant  in  the  ground  so  that  the 
graft  is  covered  to  2  or  3  inches  below  the  soil  level,  taking  care  to  make  the  soil  firm 
around  the  plant,  leaving  a  depression  around  the  plant  to  hold  the  water. 

Roses  need  lots  of  water  when  dry  and  it  is  important  to  give  the  plants  a  thorough 
watering.  Roses  need  an  abundance  of  fertilizer.  Bonemeal  is  very  beneficial.  However 
Vigoro,  the  prepared  fertilizer  is  recommended  because  it  is  a  complete  plant  food 
furnishing  every  food  element  the  plant  requires. 

When  syringing  Roses,  always  do  so  in  the  morning  and  only  when  the  sun  is  shining. 
This  allows  the  foliage  to  become„dry  before  the  evening.  Damp  or  wet  foliage  in  the 
evening  will  cause  Black  Spot  and  mildew. 

In  the  Fall,  before  the  ground  freezes,  the  Hybrid  Tea  Roses  should  have  a  mound 
of  soil  placed  around  the  plants  from  10  to  12  inches  high.  After  the  ground  is  frozen 
to  a  depth  of  3  or  4  inches,  the  entire  bed  should  be  covered  with  salt  hay  or  coarse 
horse  manure  to  a  depth  of  6  inches.  Hybrid  Perpetual  Roses  do  not  require  the  mound¬ 
ing  of  the  soil  around  them,  but  the  covering  of  the  soil  with  coarse  manure  or  salt  hay 
is  beneficial  for  these  also.

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Suggestions  to  Flower  Lovers 


The  Care  of  Flowers  and  Plants 

To  prolong  their  life  and  fragrance  the  stems  of  flowers  should  be  cut 
off  each  morning  when  the  water  is  changed.  They  should  be  placed  in  a 
cool  room  over  night  with  their  stems  immersed  as  deeply  as  possible  in 
water.  Rose  buds  should  be  sprayed  with  clear  water,  and  Violets  will 
retain  their  fragrance  much  longer  if  covered  with  tissue  paper. 

All  blooming  plants  should  be  watered  at  least  once,  and  perhaps 
twice,  daily,  and  their  period  of  blooming  will  be  increased  if  kept  in  a 
light,  cool  room.  The  leaves  of  any  plant  should  be  kept  free  from  dust. 


The  Care  of  Potted  Plants 

The  cool  days  of  Winter  are  cheered  by  pretty  flowering  and  foliage 
plants;  but  while  they  are  particularly  fascinating  at  this  time,  it  is  during 
the  coldest  days  that  the  plants  require  the  most  attention. 

Never  allow  them  to  stand  in  front  of  an  open  window  or  in  a  cold 
draught.  The  intense  dry  heat  in  homes  on  extremely  cold  days  will  dry 
out  the  soil  and  wither  or  permanently  injure  most  plants  in  a  few  days. 


Planting  Table 

The  table  shows  the  number  of  plants  required  to  fill  a  circular  bed  of  the  dimen¬ 
sions  given.  In  planting,  begin  outside  row — where  6  inches  apart,  3  inches  from  edge 
of  bed;  where  12  inches  apart,  6  inches  from  edge  of  bed.  It  is  customary  among  profes¬ 
sionals  in  planting  a  bed  to  set  the  plants  somewhat  closer  together  in  the  two  outer 
rows,  giving  more  space  between  each  plant  towards  the  center  of  the  bed.
